She freshened at the age of 7 
years, 2 months, 5 days, and was milked strictly twice-a- 
day for the entire year, without the customary 45 days of 
four-time milking. She was bred, developed and owned 
by Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del. 

“Ganne” displaces as world’s champion two-timer the 
Canadian cow, Maud Abbekerk Helbon 2nd 105871 C. H. 
B., with 924 lbs. fat, who was bred and developed by Wm. 
Jones, Mt. Elgin, Ont. She displaces as American cham- 
pion Aralia De Kol Mead 2d 326061, bred and developed by 
A. W. Morris & Sons Corp., Woodland, Calif., whose rec- 
ord of 858.4 lbs. fat has stood at the head of the list in Ad- 
vanced Registry work for nine years almost to the day. 

The Advanced Registry office reports that “Ganne” had 
eighteen official test periods during the year, of which 
three were retests and three were out-of-state check tests, 
supervisors being sent from New Jersey and Maryland as 
well as from Delaware. She is the 118th Holstein to pro- 
duce 1,000 lbs. fat in A. R. work and the first of any breed 
to produce anything like this figure on two-time milking. 

This is by no means the first record that this great cow 
has made. Starting as a senior two-year-old she produced 
821.1 lbs. fat from 21,409.8 lbs. milk, average test 3.8%. 
and came back as a senior four-year-old with 966.3 lbs. fat 
from 22,943 lbs. milk, average test 4.2%, both these rec-

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Secretary’s Report For 1932 


HOUGHTON SEAVERNS, Sec’y 


To the Board of Directors and Members of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America: 

This report of business of the Registration Department 
of your Association is for the forty-eighth year of this or- 
ganization and makes ‘the sixty-second annual meeting of 
Holstein breeders since 1871, when the original Holstein 
Herk Book was started. 

The effect of the depression was felt most severely last 
year causing a loss of 32.72% in the receipts of the Secre- 
tary’s office’in comparison with the year before. 

There was a decrease of 39,864 in animals registered 
and transferred, or 27.52%. 

Registrations declined from 92,346 in 1931 to 68,315, a 
loss of 24,031 animals, or 26.02%. 

Transfers declined from 52.473 in 1931 to 36,640 in 1932, 
a loss of 15,833 animals, or 30.17%. 

Reference to the accompanying table shows the decline 
in registrations and transfers since 1929. The average 
anual loss has been 19,000 registrations and 18,600 trans- 
fers.

Cash Receipts 
The Secretary’s cash receipts from all sources 


amounted to $208,529.84, or $68,464.39 less than the year 
before, and $85,553.78 more than disbursements. Receipts 
were $68,464.39 less than 1931. 
Disbursements 

The disbursements were $122,976.06, as compared with 

$184,433.44 in 1931, or a reduction of $61,457.38. 
Expenses 

The amount appropriated for the Secretary’s office in 
1932 was $115,368.91, and of ‘this $99,069.58 was spent. or 
85.87%. Operating expenses were $42,231.64 less than in 
1931, when $170,042.97 was appropriated. The appropria- 
tion for the Secretary’s office in 1933 is $80,340.00, or less 
than one-half of the appropriation two years ago. Dis- 
bursements which are not included in the operating ex- 
penses of the Secretary’s office include fees returned on 
applications for which certificates could not be issued and 
the transfer fee apportionments; the latter amounted to 
$18,320.00 as it is 50c on each transfer issued. The amount 
apportioned by states based on a count of transfers from 
each state is shown in table No. 6. States credited with 
the largest share of the transfer money are:

Pay Roll and Clerks 

The office force at the beginning of 1932 consisted of 
76 clerks; but this was gradually reduced during the 
summer and fall to 57 clerks. The average number of 
clerks for the year was 69, which was 15 less than the 
average in 1931. From April 15 to December 15 the Secre- 
tary’s office worked five days a week and, besides re- 
ducing the number of hours, each clerk was laid off for a 
limited time. With the number of working hours reduced, 
forced layoffs and readjustments of wages, clerks in the 
Secretary’s office are getting about 26% less than for- 
merly. A pay roll that averaged $1,737.72 a week in 1931 
averaged $1,338.68 a week in 1932. 

In the absence of the usual volume of business neces- 
sitating reductions in wages, the employees continued to 
show a generous sense of responsibility towards breeders, 
and have given prompt and courteous service under con- 
ditions which were unusually exacting and trying. 

Membership 

During 1932. 474 breeders were admitted to member- 
ship and of these 184 were limited memberships of firms, 
farms and institutions. The ten states showing the larg- 
est enrollment at the close of the vear were: 


New York, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Minnesota, Michigan, Illinois, lowa, California, 
Kansas. 

Membership fees amounted to $9,350.00, notwithstand- 
ing breeders were never so hard pressed for ready cash. 
New Breeders 
During the year 3,818 new breeders did business with 
the Secretary’s office for the first time. 

Suspension of Fees 

A special report has been prepared on the effects of 
the Mott resolution suspending for seven months the pen- 
alty fees on the registration of females over a year old. 
During this period 29,005 cows more than a year old were 
recorded and the earnings amounted to nearly $32,000 
from that class of certificates. Copy of a detailed report 
which was prepared for the Board of Directors will be 
sent to anyone who asks for it. 

Active Members 

The change made in the By-Laws last June, basing 
delegate representation on the count of active members, 
has added another detail to the work in the Secretary’s 
office as it is necessary to maintain a separate file of 
active members. As a member becomes active by filing 
applications within the year, his card is transferred to 
the new index of active members. so that this index con- 
tains cards for each member who has filed applications 
for registry or transfer during 1931 or 1932. 

Registrations by States 

Until this year no attempt has been made to keep a 
record of registrations by states, but the frequent request 
for this information has lead to keeping a new record 
which shows the registrations in each state. This infor- 
mation will be found in ttable No. 7. 

Exports 

Exports of 78 head of registered Holsteins were made 
by breeders in the United States to 18 foreign countries 
and possessions of the United States during 1932. Hawaii 
furnished a market for the largest number, 22 head. and 
16 went to Mexico. The remainder were shipped to China; 
Columbia, Peru and Venezuela in South America; Hon- 
duras, Central America; India; Italy; Jamaica; Japan; 
Panama; Philippine Islands; Puerto Rico; Santo Domingo; 
Society Islands and Virgin Islands. 

Research 

The fact that the Secretary’s office is regarded as a 
veritable bureau of information and service was more 
noticable than ever last year. While keeping the records 
of progeny and ownership is its main function, it is con- 
tinually required to furnish a variety of information that 
calls for research work. 

Calf Club Members 

In addition to a gain of 474 members, 669 Calf Club 
boys and girls were granted Junior Membership priv- 
ileges. 

Herd Prefixes 

During the year herd prefixes were reserved for the 
exclusive use of 297 breeders; 9,737 breeders have now 
taken advantage of this service which is given without 
expense upon request to the Secretary. 

Deceased Members 

The deaths of 251 members were reported during the 
year and we take space to mention the following: 
Henry A. Brace, Lone Rock, Wisconsin: 

Mr. Brace, whose Holstein herd was founded in 1893, 
was recognized as one of Wisconsin’s constructive breed- 
ers and selected as a Master Farmer by the University 
of Wisconsin. His membership in the Association dated 
from 1904. 

Robert E. Haeger, Algonquin, Illinois: 

Colonel Haeger was considered one of the keenest 
judges of the breed and had officiated at most of the 
leading shows in the United States and Canada. He haa 
served as a member of the True Type Committee of the 
Association, which organization he joined in 1907. Col- 
onel Haeger was also widely known as an auctioneer and 
his work in this connection had for more than 20 years 
taken him to the larger sales in all parts of the country 
The grand championship winnings of his famous Minerva 
Beets and Paul Calamo Korndyke placed him in the 
foremost ranks as a breeder. 





























Thomas P. Kingsford, Oswego, New York: 


Mr. Kingsford was owner of the nationally known 
Kingsford Farms herd of registered Holsteins and prom- 
inent in the business and civic life of his city. He be- 
came a member of the Association in 1924. 

Dewitt C. Middleton, Black River, New York: 

Mr. Middleton, banker and ex-mayor of Watertown, 
owned and developed the Middleton Farms’ herd of regis- 
tered Holsteins where a number of state and national 
records have been broken. His affiliation with the Asso- 
ciation dated from 1912. 

Frank Tilden Price, Syracuse, New York: 

Mr. Price had been prominently identified with the 
Holstein industry since 1915, for the first three years as 
editor of the Holstein-Friesian World and from 1918 until 
his death as business and advertising manager of that 
publication. These positions he held with outstanding 
ability, and his fine, sincere personality had endeared him 
to the entire Holstein fraternity. He had been a member 
of the Association since 1917. 


Dead Animals 
Through the co-operation of our members and of of- 
ficials in charge of eradication of tuberculosis, the deaths 
of 14,012 animals were reported during the year. 


Visitors 
While more than 99% of our business is received 


through the mails, a goodly number of breeders and friends 
have visited the Secretary’s office during the year. Large 
groups of 4-H Club boys and girls from Massachusetts have 
included the Association’s headquarters in their trips 
around New England. Everyone interested in our work is 
always welcome to visit our offices and to study the system 
employed in recording and transferring Holsteins. Any 
member particularly interested in the important details 
of verifying the accuracy of applications for registry and 
transfer will be especially welcome at Brattleboro. 

To the many breeders who during the year have helped 
us by granting favors and supplying information needed 
in keeping our records, I wish to express my sincere 
thanks. Their willing co-operation and the pleasant com- 
ments on our service are acknowledged with a full sense 
of appreciation.

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Extension Service Report, 1932 


Mr. President and Members 
Association of America: 

Due to economic conditions again experienced, a 
greatly reduced extension program was in effect in 1932. 
Only the major projects were carried on in an active 
manner and a skeleton organization maintained in order 
to be ready to expand whenever the time seems to be 
propitious. sy reducing the field service and office help 
fifty per cent, cutting calf club prize money one-half, 
almost eliminating advertising, and by adopting other rigid 
economies the Extension Service managed to function on 
a budget which was approximately twenty-five per cent of 
the average amount used during the previous six years. 
Briefly stated the major activities of the Extension Service 
for 1932 were writing and releasing Holstein-Friesian News 
stories, calf club work, distribution of literature, and at- 
tending to office routine. 


of The Holstein-Friesian 


It is encouraging to note the splendid spirit and con- 
structive future planning by the Holstein-Friesian breea- 
ers as manifested in the reports of meetings from local, 
district and state associations. The majority of the breed- 
ers have faith in the future and are keeping their “houses 
in order” for the better times that are sure to return. 

Extension Service Personnel 

The first of February 1932 it became necessary to dis- 
continue field service. However, both the district field- 
men, A. N. Crissey in the East and H. A. Mathiesen in the 
West, continued their work by being financed through the 
transfer iee apportionments in tthe states in which they 
worked, by local Holstein organizations and individual 
breeders. Mr. Mathiesen was again added to the Exten- 
sion Service department July Ist, and financial aid was 
given to the eastern district in order for Mr. Crissey to 
continue his fieldwork. Mr. W. B. Barney, our legislative 
specialist. was retired on a moderate salary on February 
Ist, subject to call. The office work was done by E. M. 
Clark, two stenographers, part-time bookkeeper and _ part- 
time shipping clerk. 

Extension Service Program for 1932 

Kmphasis was given to calf club work and _ publicity 
during 1932, however, all projects previously started were 
carried on in a restricted manner. These include distribu- 
tion of literature, posters, pictures, advertising material 
for both Holstein milk and Holstein cattle, cattle advertis- 
ing, Holstein booths at shows and fairs, testing, better 
breeding, cooperation with State and County Holstein 
clubs, addresses at meetings, and direct service to breeders. 

I—Publicity 

Inasmuch as the Extension Service dispensed with the 

services of its publicity man at the beginning of the year 


a large share of the time of EK. M. Clark was spent in 
writing news stories. Publicity items for the year in- 
cluded 42 national, 436 state, 6 special and 1,125 local 


making a total of 1.609 stories. A total of 5,563 mats, cuts 
and photos were used to illustrate the stories. In Sep- 
tember a new publicity service was started for the breed- 
ers doing Advanced Registry or Herd Test work. Monthly 
news items are prepared for the local press regarding the 
progress which each breeder’s cows are making. In twenty- 
Six states this service is being rendered by state secre- 
taries and fieldmen and the balance of the territory is 
taken care of by the Extension Service Department. 
1i—Calf Club Work 

There apparently is no depression in calf club work for 
1932 was a banner year. The number of calf club mem- 
bers owning Holsteins is now 23,000 as compared with 
21,000 a year ago. It was necessary to curtail expenses 
in this department and consequently only two issues of 
the Calf Club News were published as compared with four 
for the previous year. Prize money offered was also re- 
duced by fifty per cent, however, the number of ribbons 
was increased on account of buying them at one-third the 
former price. During the year there were 646 new mem- 
bers added to our junior organization as compared with 
553 for 1931. Staite and National 4-H Holstein champions 
were again selected. National honors for 1932 went to 
Florence Woodbury, Salt Lake City, Utah and Karl Kainz, 
Elkader, Iowa.

1V—Advertising Holstein-Friesian Cattle 

A very moderate advertising schedule was carried in 
1932 which included a full page in each issue of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World, two inches in ten issues of Hoard’s 
Dairyman and one inch in four issues of Country Gentle- 
man. 

V—Holstein Booths at Shows and Fairs 

Material for 165 Holstein booths was sent upon re- 
quest to state and county Holstein-Friesian Asscciations, 
cow testers. 4-H club members and individual breeders. 
Representatives of the Extension Service erected and 
maintained 17 Holstein booths at fairs during the year. 

Vi—Advertising Service to Breeders 

During the year there were 13,782 pieces of material 
sold at cost to breeders and organizations including milk 
booklets, transfers, cuts, models, medals, fobs, tire covers, 
pictures, pennants, signs and blotters. There were many 
breeders who started in the retail milk business and asked 
for suggestions and advertising material. We now have 
a list of 582 Holstein-Friesian breeders who are in the re- 
tail milk business. Holstein milk marketing material sold 
was as follows:

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Treasurer’s Report—1932 


To the Board of Directors and Members of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amercia: 

In accord with Article II, Section 18, of the By-Laws 
which require that the treasurer should make a full and 
properly detailed report of his accounts annually to the 
Board of Directors and to the Convention, I submit my 
report for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1922. 

The business of breed recording associations in com- 
mon with other industries suffered from the extreme ad- 
versities which prevailed everywhere. Realizing early in 
the year the indications for a reduced business, plans were 
made for curtailing expenses and a restricted program was 
energetically enforced in operating the Association. 

Total cash receipts for the year were $246,754.73, a 
loss of $83,085.55 as compared with 1931. Receipts were 


25.18% under 1931. 
Total cash disbursements were $246,473.26, or $171, 
669.38 less than the year before. Disbursements were 


41.05% less than 1931. 

The excess of receipts over disbursements was $281.47. 

In mid-year it was expected that cash receipts would 
not equal disbursements but the abnormal increase in 
receipts for December just before the expiration of the 
suspension of penalty registration fees turned the antic- 
ipated loss into a gain.

the Association of 

The business of this Association during the year 1932 
continued to reflect serious general depression. Agri- 
culture is passing through conditions which have become 
increasingly worse during the past six or seven years 

Dairymen in particular are having desperately hard 
going, and our Association, which is simply an association 
of the better class dairymen, can hardly expect even rea- 
sonable prosperity until the entire industry recovers from 
its present deplorable state. 

The following table will show the business done by the 
Secretary’s Office in 1932 as compared with 1931:

The reduction in business was much greater than was 


expected when budgets were adopted and, in spite of 
drastic readjustments of items of expenditures from time 
to time, a loss was unavoidable. The figures follow:

It was a much larger account 
at the end of 1932 than at the end of 1931 because 
of the so-called “moratorium” which suspended 
penalty fees on all females from early in June to 


December 31, 1932, with the result that an enor- 
mous number of applications were put off to the 


last moment and piled in during the last few days 
of the year much faster than they could be taken 
care of. Cash receipts at the Secretary’s Office 
for the month of December, 1932, reached the as- 


tounding total of $42,002.52—more than had been 
received in any December since 1928. Earnings 
from this reservoir of undigested receipts. will 


help 1933 materially. As this report is being writ- 

ten (April 1, 1933) the Secretary’s Office is just 

catching up and getting to the point where current

The purpose of this reserve fund 
was to provide and set aside funds to be used during just 
such periods as this. We have now passed through a 
more trying period than could possibly have been fore- 
seen and yet the Association is still financially as sound 
as the proverbial Rock of Gibraltar, and still able to 
maintain services to breeders and breed promotion which 
would

Change in Fees 


ONSIDERABLE pressure from the breeders back on 
C the farms in demanding less burdensome fees has 

come to the Secretary’s office through correspond- 
ence during the past year and more. We believe that the 
Convention will do well to recognize this very evident 
feeling of the breeders back home in its action on the 
various proposals that will be before the Convention In 
the matter of fee reductions. 


We understand that Secretary Seaverns will have some 
interesting information to present to the Convention re- 
garding some new economies in operation in his office thar 
are apparently working out very satisfactorily, and it 
occurs to us that some compromise position may be found 
whereby substantial relief, particularly on transfer fees, 
can be given the breeders and at the same time retain 
some degree of support from this source for the work of 
the state associations and without the abandonment of the 
program of national extension effort nor a serious de- 
parture from the balanced budget for the Association’s 
operations as a whole. 


We believe that such a fortunate result is entirely with- 
in the realm of possibility and we hope the delegates will 
direct themselves earnestly to the working out of some 
general plan along this line. 

The industry, judging by many current signs in the 
general business field, is over the worst. We know that 
this is the view of leaders of the dairy marketing field with 
whom we have talked recently. 


We must give our hard-pressed breeders all possible 
relief in their present situation so far as it lies within 
the power of our Association, but it would not seem like 
sound business judgment to hamstring our extension ac 
tivities just at a time when such effort will be having an 
improved opportunity for definite and worthwhile results. 
We may be sure that the other breeds will not be sleeping 
in such a situation. 


Sale, R. Austin 
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The finding o. the right answer to these problems at 
Chicago next week means much to the industry and the 
future. The minimum of politics and sectionalism and a 
maximum of broad-minded, whole-hearted study and con- 
sideration of these problems will go far toward finding the 
right answer, and the right answer is important at this 
time. 


The Re-districting Proposals 

N our comment last time on tthe proposals coming before 
| the Chicago Convention relating to the redistricting of 

the country for the election of delegates, as proposed 
by Mr. Wray of Illinois, and the Wisconsin proposal to 
permit states to designate sub-districts within the state, 
we remarked that the latter in particular seemed to us 
to be of doubtful legality. We are now advised by Judge 
Kellogg, former president and for many years counsel of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, that both of 
these proposals come into conflict with the membership 
corporations law of New York State, under which our 
Association holds its charter. 

The point Judge Kellogg raises is that under this law 
our Association is permitted to carry on its business in 
annual conventions of delegates elected from districts as 
provided in its by-laws. In other words, the districts must 
be specifically set up in the by-laws of the Association 
rather than being decided each year by the Executive 
Committee as the Wray plan provides, or by restrictions 
within districts as set up by some agency within the state, 
as called for by the Wisconsin plan. There is no question 
but what Judge Kellogg knows his law, backward and for- 
ward, as it relates to the affairs of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America and his opinion in this matter, 
which will, we hope, be brought before the Convention by 
him in person, cannot well be disregarded in spite of any 
difference of opinion which may exist as to the innate de- 
sirability of the two proposals under consideration. We 
believe the proponents in both cases would do well to 
study these matters out in more detail before presenting 
them for action by the Convention. 


Congratulations, Winterthur 

NNOUNCEMENT is made in this issue of one of the 
A most sensational production records ever com- 

pleted—the record of Winterthur Boast Ormsby 
Ganne with her production of 1,004 lbs. fat in Class C on 
straight two-time milking from beginning of the test. The 
magnitude of this record will be better appreciated by 
those of us who are more accustomed to thinking in terms 
of records made on four-time milking when we consider 
that by adjusting this production of 1,004 lbs. fat up to a 
Class A basis by the usual percentage method, we find it 
equivalent to over 1,400 lbs. fat, with over 1,255 lbs. far 
in Class B. To the best of our knowledge, no other record 
ever reported equals this performance for a year’s produc- 
tion when placed on a comparable basis. 

The new champion represents generations of breeding 
at Winterthur Farms, she being a daughter of their former 
great herd sire and Honor List leader, Winterthur Bess 
Ormsby Boast, a son of King of the Ormsbys and his full 
sister, Bess Johanna Ormsby. Her year’s work is no acci- 
dent, either in breeding or as evidenced by her earlier pro- 
duction records. Heartiest congratulations to Winterthur 
Farms on further raising the demonstrated limits of Hol- 
stein achievement. 


Milk Weights or no Milk Weights 


OLLOWING our comment on the proposals coming 
F vetore the convention to do away with the require- 

ment of daily milk weights in the Herd Test, we were 
much interested to receive a copy of Supt. Norton’s May 
Herd Test News Letter, in which he gives his views on 
this subject. We are glad to pass them along here for 
the benefit of our readers and particularly for the con- 
sideration of delegates who will be voting on this question 
in the convention. 

“President Chas. W. Symons of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Wisconsin proposes a resolution for con- 
sideration at the convention which would eliminate the re- 
quirement of keeping daily milk weights in ‘the monthly 
plan in the Herd Test. Ever since the beginning of the 
Herd Improvement Test, there has been a demand from 4 
considerable number of breeders for a change in the rules 
so that keeping daily milk weights would not be required. 


























At first there was only the one plan, the regular monthly 
plan requiring the owner to keep daily milk weights for 
all cows in the herd throughout the herd test year. Own- 
ers using milking machines objected to keeping daily 
weights because it slowed up the milking too much and 
those using double unit milkers claimed that milk weights 
were entirely out of the question with them. As a result 
of these arguments, the bi-monthly plan was developed. 
Under this plan, milk weights are not required but a pre- 
liminary milking is required at each official test period. 
Some have objected to the bi-monthly plan because they 
want a test each month and they have been allowed to 
continue on test without keeping milk weights but having 
monthly tests with a preliminary milking. 

“Tf dropping the requirement of daily milk weights 
would greatly increase the number of herds tested, it is 
perhaps the best thing to do even though it does seem 
that milk weights are essential to proper feeding. To 
those who do not use the milk weights in connection with 
feeding, no doubt it seems like a great waste of time to 
keep the weights throughout the year when we use them 
only at the beginning and close of the lactation period and 
occasionally at other times. Perhaps the best solution 
would be to abandon the present bi-monthly plan and have 
two monthly test plans, one based on a one-day test each 
month without preliminary milkings but requiring daily 
milk weights throughout the year and the other based on 
a one-day test with preliminary milking each month and 
no milk weights.” 


Supt. Norton’s suggestion would be to do away with the 
present plan of a bi-monthly test with preliminary milk- 
ing and without daily milk weights and to make the test- 
ing all on a monthly basis, giving the breeders an option 
of a one-day test with a daily record of milk weights but 
no preliminary milking—or without daily milk weights 
but with a preliminary dry milking at the beginning of 
each period. 


There is some economy in the bi-monthly testing sched- 
ule as now carried out and if the present results are satis- 
factory both to the Superintendent and to the breeders 
who are using bi-monthly tests, why would it not meet 
all conditions to retain the present set-up just as it is, 
but add a third option of a monthly one-day test with pre 
liminary milking but without the requirement of daily 
milk weights? We hope this angle of the matter may 
receive consideration at Chicago. 


Progressive Wisconsin 


ISCONSIN dairy farmers are going forward with 
W ciens for area control of Bang’s Disease on a large 

scale, under a system recently set up by the State 
Department of Agriculture and Markets, according to a 
recent announcement by Dr. Wisnicky, State Veterinarian. 
The area testing program is already actively on the way 
in many counties and favorable and satisfactory progress 
is reported. Wisconsin was one of the first important 
dairy states to become 100% accredited in the tuberculosis 
eradication campaign and they are evidently taking hold 
of the abortion problem in the same aggressive spirit. 
Recognizing the trend of future demand as indicated by 
the recent regulations in New York and other states, Wis- 
consin is apparently going ahead very rapidly to place 
itself in a position to meet all requirements as to the 
health of its animals. This is a very economical time to 
make necessary herd adjustments along this line. Breed- 
ers in other states would do well to pattern after Wis- 
consin in aggressive work along this line. 


The Cover 


MPIRE ORMSBY MAN-O-WAR ESTHER 1336456 was 
E; announced in our May 20 issue as finishing the third 
highest junior four-year-old record of the breed, with 
1,093.5 lbs. fat from 30,086.65 lbs. milk, average test 3.6%, 
at the age of 4 years, 5 months, 25 days. These figures for 
fat are exceeded in this class by only two other Holsteins, 
Queen Piebe Mercedes and Queen Bessie Pietertje 
Ormsby. ‘This inbred daughter of Man-O-War 434047 was 
bred by Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, St. Peter, Minn., and made 
her record at Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa. 
She first freshened in the Maytag herd as a senior two- 
year-old, when she broke the Iowa State Record for that 
age with 842.7 lbs. fat from 24,162.6 lbs. milk, average test 
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3.5%. Her new record makes her not only Iowa State 
Champion junior four-year-old but also the highest record 
cow of any age or breed in that state. Her record in the 
Advanced Registry of Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America ranks 34th for all ages and as stated above, third 
for the junior four-year-old class. She is the 187th 1,000- 
lb. fat producer and the 139th cow to produce over 30,000 
lbs. milk in A. R. test and her milk record ranks fourth 
for her age in the country and first in the state of Iowa. 
Supt. Norton reports that she had fifteen official test 
periods during her year, of which six were two-day tests 
and nine ranged from three to nine days each, giving her 
a total of 64 days under official supervision. 


As already mentioned, “Esther” is an inbred daughter 
of Man-O-War, being from an untested daughter of the 
same sire, Empire Ormsby Clara, whose dam, Empire 
Queen Piebe Ormsby Maud, is a Schmidt-bred daughter of 
Sir Korndyke Bess Piebe 159537. She traces no less than 
eight times to Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, through 
three of his best sons and two of his greatest daughters. 
Man-O-War, as many of our readers know, combines the 
blood of three great sons of “Old Sir Piet”, namely “37th”, 
“22d” and “14th”. Sir Korndyke Bess Piebe, her maternal 
great grandsire, combines the blood of Queen Piebe 
Ormsby Mercedes and Bess Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, 
two high record and great transmitting daughters of “Sir 
Piet”. 


Besides being the highest record daughter of her sire, 
“Esther” is one of the greatest of his show daughters, 
being a member of the All-American Get both in 1931 and 
1932. Last fall she was taken out of the test barn to show 
at Waterloo, where she stood third in a wonderful four- 
year-old class, which included the All-American and Re- 
serve four-year-olds of the year. As a three-year-old in 
1931 she made a successful circuit, standing first in state 
fair competition. Her many friends believe she will be 
a hard aged cow to beat this fall if she comes out in her 
present form and condition. She is due again in Septem- 
ber, bred to DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, so will be spring- 
‘ing for the early fairs and fresh before Waterloo. It will 
be noted that her next freshening is scheduled to take 
place within four months after the close of her wonder- 
ful record. 


The oldest son of “Esther” is owned by Iowa Board of 
Control and is in service at Glenwood, Iowa. Her second 
son, now two years old, is being sold by the Schmidt’s in 
the World’s Fair National Sale. Maytag has a splendid 
yearling daughter of her by “Posch” and they are look- 
ing forward to the arrival of her next Posch calf, which 
will be at her fourth freshening before she is six years old. 


The picture on our cover was taken at the end of her 
latest lactation and so does not show the wonderful udder 
which she makes up when in heavy production. It does, 
however, give some idea of her wonderful square type and 
dairy conformation and character, as well as her excellent 
veining. In short, she is one of the breed’s outstanding 
examples of combined production, type and rich blood 
lines.

At the Board meeting held in December, 1932, financial 
problems for 1933 were carefully considered in close de- 
tail. A budget was adopted only tentatively, and the 
Executive Committee was directed to watch the year’s 
progress carefully, taking whatever action appeared neces- 
sary as circumstances developed. 


As this report is being written, we are just getting 
through the bank crisis, which raised many troublesome 
problems for the Treasurer, but, fortunately, these prob- 
lems were only temporary.

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William B. Barney at his home in Des Moines, 
Iowa, May 25. Mr. Barney, who was just 
past 81 years of age, had been in poor health for 
nearly two years, although the 1932 annual con- 
vention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America was the first he had missed in the pres- 
ent century. j 
Born at 
Castleton, Vt., 
February 10, 
18 5 2, Mr. 
Barney’s 
people early 
migrated to 
the Middle 
West, and 
there the pro- 
ductive years 
of his life 
were spent. It 
was in 1881 
that he first 
became i n- 
terested ion 
Holstein 
cattle, an 
interest that 
never flagged 
to the day of 
his death. 
With others, 
he formed the 
Home Farm 
Fine Stock Company at Hampton, Iowa, and they 
set out to build a herd second to none. The 
foundation imported cows, Colantha and Jewel, 
were purchased from F. C. Stevens of New York, 
and such noted winners as Rijaneta. Bettina and 
Florence Hulbert were developed in this herd. 
This firm, later known as W. B. Barney & Co., 
probably did more than any other single insti- 
tution to maintain the supremacy of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed in the public competitive 
butter tests that were so popular in that day, dur- 
ing the period from about 1884 to the early 
nineties. Later, in the first decade of the present 
century, the Barney show herds were about the 
biggest winners at Mid-west fairs. Jewel of 
Home Farm was a name to conjure with from 
1897 to 1907, he being grand champion at the 
first National Dairy Show. Parthenea Henger- 
veld, his Dairy Show Champion in 1908 and 1909, 
is the only cow aside from Minerva Beets ‘to win 
this classic more than once. In 1909, Mr. Barney 
had both grand champions at the National, an 
honor seldom duplicated. 
During the nineties, when the Western Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association was formed, Mr. Barney

Very few of the small true type models were dis- 
tributed in 1932 as all prizes were discontinued. There 
were, however, eleven of them sold. Sixty-one agricultural 
colleges are using the large sets of models which have 
been loaned to them. A heavy demand continues from 
schools for our true type pictures. There were 28,291 
small pictures and 2,604 large reproducticns distributed 
during the year.

affiliated with it and served for some years on 
its Board of Officers, being its president at the 
time of the merger with the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America in 1898. He was, in fact, 
a moving spirit in bringing about that union, 
which brought with it a period of great progress 
and expansion for our breed. Upon the merger, 
Mr. Barney was elected in 1898 to the position of 
Second Vice President of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. and from 1900 to 1924 he 
served continuously on the Board of Directors— 
the longest service of any member of the Board 
in the entire history of the Association. He was 
for twelve years a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and served on other important commit- 
tees, including for many years the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Prizes at Fairs, which he 
retained by request of the Board until 1932, when 
the prize offerings were discontinued. Following 
his retirement from the Board of Directors in 
1924, Mr. Barney was employed by the Extension 
Service as legislative and dairy expert. He had 
previously served for twelve years as State Dairy 
and Food Commissioner in Iowa, where the dairy 
laws enacted during his term of service have long 
been regarded as models for other states to pat- 
tern after. He has probably wielded a greater 
influence than any other single individual in be- 
half of better dairy laws in the various states, 
particularly as relating to control of the oleomar- 
garine situation through prohibition of unfair 
competition and in setting up sound milk stand- 
ards. He served for four years as president of 
the Iowa State Dairy Association and was one 
of the founders of the National Dairy Show, at- 
tendance at which he never missed during the 
whole 25 years of its existence. He is really the 
father of the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, and 
has been a prolific writer, not only in the World 
but the agricultural press generally on dairy sub- 
jects. Although always young and forward-look- 
ing in spirit, he has long been regarded as the 
pioneer apostle of the MHolstein-Friesian breed 
and better dairying in the Middle West. 

Mr. Barney is’ survived by his widow—a 
talented and understanding helpmate for 52 
years—and three sons, Wm. B. Junior, Cullen and 
Fay, all of whom are well known in the Hol- 
stein fraternity. Funeral services were held May 
27 from his late home in Des Moines and on Sun- 
day, May 28, at the old home in Hampton, Iowa. 

Thus is brought to a close a long and active 
career. dedicated to a worthwhile purpose, and 
which was an inspiration to all of us who were 
privileged to be associated with him in the work 
which was for over a half century closest to his 
heart—the advancement of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed and the dairy industry.

A CRITICISM 
“ditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

As a breeder of Holsteins, a member of the Illinois Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, and secretary of our county 
association, I have earnestly tried to convince myself that 
our state association is doing some good; but I can’t be- 
lieve that it is worth even a small part of the money it 
gets from the breeders of this state. There is no doubt, 
however, that it will continue to exist so long as it can 
get a few dollars in dues from members and a cut from 
each transfer fee in the state by merely going through 
the motions of maintaining an organization. 

A man who has been very active in county organiza- 
tion work in a neighboring state remarked that as far 
as getting any benefit from the state association was con- 
cerned they didn’t know it existed. The same is true 
in this county and, I believe, throughout the State. Our 
state association seems to be imbued with the idea that 
the sale of cattle through its agency, particularly for ex- 
port, is practically the only worthwhile activity for such 
an organization. Here in Lake County, we are in one of 
the greatest fluid milk districts in the world. There is an 
unlimited market for cattle in our own state, and our 
main difficulty in selling our cattle and our milk is the 
prejudice against the comparatively low butterfat test of 
our breed. Wherever that prejudice does not exist or is 
removed, the sale of Holsteins and Holstein milk is a 
simple matter. 

In view of present conditions, would it not be well to 
reduce the transfer fees to $1.00, eliminating the refund 
of fifty cents to the state of origin; or keep the fees as 
they are, but discontinue the refund to states, and use 
that money in a campaign by the national association to 
acquaint the consuming public with the fact that all the 
value of milk is not contained in the cream? Personally. 
I would prefer the latter course. 

If all state associations are like the one we have in 
this state, it seems a sorry waste of the breeder’s money 
to give any part of the transfer fees to them. Over a 
thousand dollars from transfer fees from Illinois breeders 
to the Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association—for what?

Aaggie freshened on March 10, 193 
at the age of four years, four months 
and 9 days. As she is one of the 
small sized cows in the herd she was 
placed on test to see what she would 
do and without any expectation of 
making a class leader of her. Her 
high production for one day was 98.4 
lbs. of milk on April 15. The record 
was made on a very modest ration and 
no effort was made to crowd her at 
any time. 

On April 6, 1933 she again freshened 
with twin heifer calves. At this time, 
May 22, she is producing over one 
hundred pounds of milk a day with 
the best day to date slightly over 114 
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pounds. Aaggie is not on test this 
lactation but may be fitted for test 
when she freshens again. Due to the 
great amount of milk she is pro- 
ducing, it is necessary to milk her 
three times a day.

A study of the Honor Roll herd 
of the state, those with herd aver- 
ages above 300 lbs. fat, shows that 
of the 742 Honor Roll herds, 450 
are made up either of registered 
Holsteins or registered and grade 
Holsteins, 62 others of grade Hol- 
steins exclusively and 84 more are 
mixed herds containing some _ Hol- 
steins. Guernseys comprise 69 
herds, Jerseys 33, Ayrshires 10, 
Brown Swiss 4, Milking Shorthorns 
2 and 6 others are mixed herds con- 
taining no Holsteins.

(475.3 lbs.), followed by three other 
Holstein herds above 470 Ibs. fat, 
Shawangunk Valley Stock Farm, 
Wallkill, N. Y., G. S. Cowles & Son, 
Ashville, N. Y., and Bert Stutsman, 
Manlius, N. Y. Of the 60 herds

Holstein-Friesian World when writing to our advertisers 
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The Grassy Hill Herd 


By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


What is it that marks a great sire, 
and when you have left the premises 
where you find him, leaves an indel- 
ible impression upon your mind and 
memory; sort of thrills you with a 
mingled feeling of joy and hope. Only 
yesterday I saw such a bull and now 
I can’t keep him out of my mind. 

Perhaps the thrill comes from the 
discovery, and the feeling of hope 
caused by our desire that he live up 
to the high standard set for him in 
our minds. 

If a human, at first meeting, made 
such an impression upon me I would 
say it was because of his wonderful 
personality. But in the case of a 
bovine animal it’s different. I didn’t 
get the “thrill” at seeing the bull 


himself—it was those wonderful 
daughters. The bull was pleasing; 
a large, straight, long, beautiful 


topped individual, with striking dairy 
quality. But when I saw his first six 
daughters to freshen standing in a 
row in the milking barn I got the 
thrill. Every one a large and mag- 
nificent individual, with that real 
Holstein type and breedy look. They 
were real aristocrats. They were uni- 
form in type of body and udder. They 
possessed great style and character. 

When Miss Jane Shattuck of Grassy 
Hill Farm, Topsfield, Mass., who is 
the owner, showed me the records 
of these heifers and exhibited also 
more enthusiastic. If you want to see 
the results of a real sire and see the 
sire himself, now only seven years 
old, just pay Miss Shattuck a visit. 

The bull’s name is Hillview Glen 
Burke 73724, he being by a son of 
the famous Canadian sire of high 
testers, Pioneer Snow Korndyke. This 
bull will be remembered by many 
as sire of the World Record Spring- 
bank Snow Countess and a long list 
of heavy producers that were notable 
also for their unusually high butter- 
fat test. 

Hillview’s dam is Llenroc Bess 
Burke Polly 102422, who made a 305- 
day record on twice-a-day milking of 
over 17,000 pounds of milk averaging 
3.97% test. Her sire was none other 
than that great son of Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Boast. Her dam, Polly Abbekerk 
Mercena. was a 19,779-pound daughter 
of Rolo Mercena De Kol and Prince 
Colanthus Abbekerk. This bull was 
bred by Norman Schell of Oxford 
County, Ontario. 


His Get 

The records of this bull’s daughters 
are unusual. The average butterfat 
test on approximately 30,000 Holstein 
yearly records is 3.34%. Cow Test- 
ing and Herd Improvement Registry 
records on Hillview Glen Burke’s first 
six daughters to freshen indicate that 
they will average much higher. While 
they have only been on test part of 
a year, it is safe to predict that they 
will average for the lot probably 3.8% 
in the Herd Improvement Registry. 
The highest tester is Charmian Snow 
Ormsby of Topsfield who has tested 
consistently from 4.25% to 4.54% for 
the first 200 days on test in the H. I. 
R., her average being 4.34%. She is 


expected to finish the year with up- 
wards of 12,000 pounds of milk, which 
is no small amount for a two-year- 
old on strictly twice-a-day milking. 

Aside from the daughters of “Hill- 
view”, there are other splendid mat- 
rons in the Grassy Hill herd. The full 
eighteen, on their initial test in the 
Herd Improvement Registry averaged 
43 pounds of milk per cow per day 
and averaged 3.85% test for the 
month.

Her 
record at two years on twice-a-day 
milking was 11,162 pounds of milk 
and 456 pounds of fat (4.09%) and at 
freshening this year as a three-year- 
pld has exceeded 70 pounds of milk 
per day. She is a show cow in every 
respect. Her dam is also said to 
have been a great cow with 3.8% 
test. 

Another was purchased from Al- 
fred A. Caffyn, Ingersoll, Ontario. 
This three-year-old has a year aver- 
age of 4.34% which her dam and three 
sisters average exactly 4%. Her dam 
produced 17,157 pounds of milk 
(3.97%) at two years of age on twice- 
a-day milking. 

The other purchase was from Geo. 
Hart, Woodstock, Ontario, and has 
averaged over 4% test for her first 
three months tested. 

Junior Sire 

For her junior sire Miss Shattuck 
is using a son of Newmont Mutual 
Ormsby Lad out of a daughter of 
Ormsby Sensation 45th that aver- 
aged 4% for a year in the herd of 
Robert E. Eddy, Poultney, Vermont, 
her breeder. 

Miss Shattuck has traveled many 
hundreds of miles in the past few 
years seeking “sires of promise” and 
foundation cows. “Hillview” is re- 
warding her handsomely by his gen- 
erous contributions to one of New 
England’s constructive breeding es- 
tablishments, the progress of which 
will be watched closely. 





James Stark, owner of Starkdale 
Farm at Pawling, N. Y., reports the 
sale of three sons of his senior sire, 
King Kerk Colanthus, all from 
heavy producing and high testing 
dam, to three New York breeders, 
Edward Brush of Wingdale, Ken- 
neth Vincent of Dover Plains and 
Gilbert A. Flint of Amenia.

SOME SOUTH DAKOTA HERDS 

A recent issue of The Dakota 
Farmer carries a first page story by 
H. Howard Biggar, entitled “South 
Dakota’s Dairying Progress, in which 
he traces the development of Cow 
Testing Association work in that state 
during the past eight years, followed 
by brief sketches of some of the lead- 
ing dairy herds of South Dakota. Hol- 
stein herds receiving such attention 
include the State College herd at 
Brookings, built on the blood of Col- 
lege Pelle Wayne, a cow that was na- 
tionally famous some twenty years 
ago when she produced 824.3 Ibs. milk 
containing 36.62 Ibs. butter in a week 
and 3,338 Ibs. milk containing 145.68 
Ibs. butter in thirty days. She weighed 
a ton and was carried about the state 
on demonstration trains to show the 
dairymen the relation between size, 
type and production. 

Lucerne Farm, owned by Frank E. 
Johnson at Hetland, is mentioned as 
the former home of Clothilde Vernon 
Rose, who broke five state records in 
the seven-day, 305-day and_ yearly 
divisions and who now has’ some 
fifteen descendants in the herd. Mr. 
Johnson has been a member of the 
Nationat Association since 1916 and is 
active in his state association, serving 
as president the past year. 

Chas. Gauger & Sons, Clear Lake, 
S. D., are active in Cow Testing As- 
sociation work, making an average 
last year of 397 lbs. fat with a herd 
of 22 milkers, with individual records 
up to 526 Ibs. fat on a mature cow and 
510 Ibs. fat on a two-year-old. The 
herd is headed by Ormsby Marathon 
Hengerveld. 
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P. R. Crothers & Son started breed- 
ing Holsteins in 1910 at their Plenty- 
Wood Farm near Badger. In 1919 they 
teamed up with Frank E. Johnson in 
the purchase of a bull calf, King 
Korndyke Veeman Vale from the herd 
of W. D. Robens, Poland, N. Y. This 
bull became one of the outstanding 
proven sires in the state and the story 
is told that at six years of age they 
sold him for $3,000, which was just 
ten tima@s the purchase price. A 
few years ago the senior Mr. Crow- 
thers was cited as an Eminent Farmer 
by the state college and their herd has 
been on the national Honor Roll for 
production four different years. 

Cc. L. Budde of Madison is another 
Holstein breeder who is listed as a 
real booster for Cow Testing Associa- 
tion work. Mr. Budde is a_ sweet 
clover enthusiast and also specializes 
in home grown feeds for live stock. 
Although located in a grain growing 
state, it is his boast that he has never 
sold a dollar’s worth of grain except 
in the form of live stock products. 

The article concludes with the 
statement that South Dakota dairy- 
men and Holstein breeders are going 
forward in spite of the discouraging 
features of the present times and are 
looking forward with confidence to 
better times in the future for the 
dairy industry. 


CORTLAND BREEDERS SECOND 
SALE

Henry J. and Laura C. Wilbur, 
Locke, N. Y., sold a_ five-year-old 
cow with a C. T. A. record of 339 
Ibs. fat at 2 years for $100, and her 
day-old calf for $20. Yates Farm, 
Orchard Park, NN. . received 
$117.50 for a two-year-old daugh- 
ter of Count NetherInd Posch, and 
$110 for a three-year-old daughter 
of Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 13th. John 
i. Reinhardt, Syracuse, sold a two- 
vear-old heifer for $100. John L. 
Jones, Homer, sold a seven-year-old 
cow for $100 with a 496-lb. C. T. A. 
record, and I. H. and W. A. Hunt, 
New Woodstock, got $110 and $25 
extra for a ealf, for a four-year-old 
sired by a bull of Robens breeding. 
The heaviest buyer was C. _ J. 
Sweeney, Homer, N. Y. Sixty-nine 
females in milk averaged $72.71, 
six bred yearlings $62.91 and _ six 
bulls $53.25. 

The sale was managed by Fred 
Van Schaick, of Cortland, with Mr. 
Crandall, of Homer, as auctioneer, 
and R. Austin Backus in the box. 
As in the previous event in this 
series last fall, all animals were ex- 
amined for mastitis by a competent 
veterinarian. Under the sale rules 
every animal (except natural herd 
increase) must have been in New 
York State for at least one year be- 
fore the sale. 
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N. D. U. ASKS SUPPORT 

A letter recently sent out by the 
National Dairy Union, calls atten- 
tion to the work of this organization 
for the past thirty years during 
which time it has had the respon- 
sibility for the vital interests of the 
butter industry in legislation and 
solicits the support of the dairy in- 
dustry, particularly creameries, 
creamery owners and creamery op- 
erators. The letter, signed by Pre- 
sident N. P. Hull and Secretary A. 
M. Loomis, follows: 

“In 1901-02 the butter industry 
rallied under the leadership of W. D. 
Hoard, and the Grout Oleomargarine 
Law was passed, the principal de- 
fence of butter against substitute 
and imitation products. The Na- 
tional Dairy Union was organized in 
1903 with Governor Hoard as first 
President to protect this law repeal 
or change. 

“Our work to protect the butter 
industry from fraudlent substitutes 
has been effectively carried on from 
that time to the present. But it will 
be ended within the next few months 
unless you who receive this letter 
respond to this appeal for new and 
renewal memberships. 

“Under such leaders as Shilling, 
Knight, Flanders, Slater, Creasy down 
the present time the National Dairy 
Union has been the ‘‘watch-dog’”’ of 
the industry. You personally know 
of our recent work in securing the 
anti-cooking fat law and the palm 
oil color law and new and effective 
legislation in twenty-five states. You 
know that today we have the best 
butter protective laws ever written. 

“The cost of the National Dairy 
Union has been small, averaging 
only $4,613 a year for the past seven 
years, for this billion dollar indus- 
try. Yet last year we did not re- 
ceive enough membership to pay ex- 
penses. Our reserve funds are now 
gone. If the response to this appeal 
is not prompt the work of the Na- 
tional Dairy Union must stop. We 
will not run in debt. 

“There is much to be done at this 
oleomargarine law are pending. We 
time Important amendments to the 
are in the midst of a fight to in- 
crease butter prices by placing a tax 
on all imported edible oils and also 
to set the Philippine Islands free. 
In the new Congress there will be 
scores of members not now familiar 
with our special legislative problems. 
The oleomargarine law is always in 
danger of attack and repeal. 

“Your membership may be from 
$16.00 up. We regret to again em- 
phasize the plain fact that only by 
a general response to this appeal for 
memberships can the work of the Na- 
tional Dairy Union be carried on.’’ 


TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 
WORK 

At the end of 1932, there are 
3,752,199 herds containing over 
33,600,000 head of cattle under 
Supervision of the Federal authori- 
ties in this campaign and there is a 
Waiting list of over 2,263,000 more. 
A total of 3,208,968 herds have 
Passed a complete clean test, these 
herds containing 27,294,503 head. 
Although emphasis is now _ being 
Placed principally on area work, the 
humber of accredited herds con- 
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tinues to grow, the total being 184, 
024, of which New York State has 
82,552. Complete modified accre- 
dited states are Wisconsin, Ohio, 
Michigan, Indiana, North Dakota, 
Maine, Idaho, North Carolina and 
District of Columbia. During De- 
cember, a total of 1,169,540 head 
were tested in 88,653 herds with 
19,426 reactors, or about 1.6%. 


Favor R. Smith, County Agent of 
Essex County, N. Y., writes that many 
good herds of Holsteins in his county 
are now being built on the blood of 
Ormsby Sensation 45th. In addition 
to the O. H. Johnson & Sons herd at 
Ticonderoga, which was recently men- 
tioned in our news columns, other 
breeders featuring this breeding in- 
clude West Bros. of Willsboro who 
have a son of Ormsby Sensation 45th 
from a 30-lb. (butter) dam. This bull 
sired the second prize calf at Eastern 
States last fall. Essex County 
breeders using grandsons of Ormsby 
Sensation 45th include Dillion Farns- 
worth, Frank Sheldon and H. C. 
Spear, all of Westport; M. J. Straight 
of Jay; Sisson Bros. of Crown Point 
Center and I. W. Russell of Crown 
Point. 

Herd sires of other lines of breed- 
ing in use in the county include Dun- 
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loggin Survivor, a double grandson of 
Creator with an average of 811 lbs. 
fat for his six nearest dams, in serv- 
ice in the herd of W. W. Fortune of 
Essex. This bull sired the first prize 
4-H calf and reserve champion at 
Syracuse and Eastern States last fall. 
F. E. Bigelow & Son, also of Essex, 
are using a son of Prilly Adirondac 
13th and have just purchased a son of 
Fobinka from a 800-lb. fat, 3.8% test- 
ing inbred daughter of King Ormsby 
Ideal. 


Daniel Grant, Afton, N. Y., is 
credited with the proven sire, Middle- 
ton Sir Hartog Creamelle 524609, who 
unfortunately did not live long enough 
to take full advantage of the honor. 
His daughters, tested in the Southern 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association, 
average 457 lbs. fat as against an 
average of 425 for their dams, and in- 
crease of 7.6%. He also increased the 
milk production by 4.2%, in spite of 
the fine production of the dams with 
which he was mated. He is a son 
of Gold Medal Sire, Maaikenshof De 
Kol Creamelle, and was bred at Mid- 
dleton Farms, Black River, N. Y.

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HOLSTEINS LEAD IN CALIFORNIA 


The April report of Cow Testing 
Association Work in California sup- 
plies some interesting information. 
Of the twenty-six associations in the 
state, the high cow in 16 was a Hol- 
stein, of which nine were pure bred 
and seven grades; seven were grade 
Jerseys, one a pure bred Guernsey, 
one a Shorthorn and one listed as 
mixed. Six of these association lead- 
ers had records for the month above 
100 lbs. fat, five of these being 
pure bred Holsteins and one grade 
Holstein. The leading producer for 
the month for both milk and fat was 
a pure bred Holstein in the herd of 
F. F. Pellissieir & Sons, Whittier, 
with a production of 125 lbs. fat, 
2,850 lbs. milk. This is certainly a 
remarkable showing for our breed in 
California. 


The National Broadcasting Com-

Health, and a third member, Nils B. 
Swenson, of Hackettstown, president 
of the Warren County Board of 
Agriculture, appointed by Governor 
Moore. All dealers will be required 
to take out a special license and the 
board will immediately direct its 
energies to the following proposals: 
To secure for the state an adequate 
supply of safe milk at reasonable 
prices; to put an end to. vicious 
trade practices and cut-throat com- 
petition; to procure for all produc- 
ers a fair proportion of, the retail 
price of milk and to apply this prin- 
ciple throughout the area that sup- 
plies New Jersey with milk. The 
board proposes to deal fairly with 
distributing agencies, recognizing 
the public necessity of such agencies 
as operating in a legitimate manner on 
an efficient and economical basis 
and in the public interest. The 
board in a recent statement declared 
its opinion that the supply area for 
New Jersey is far too large, the re- 
sulting surplus now on the markets 
causing demoralization to the en- 
tire dairy industry in the state. It 
is the intention of the board to cor- 
rect, so far as possible, this con- 
dition and to enable New Jersey 
producers to fully participate in the 
markets of New Jersey. As in New 
York State, the bill setting up the 
Milk Control Board was adopted as 
an emergency law, necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the pub- 
lic peace, health and safety.

A. R. Report No. 1 for Volume 45 includes 146 tests of which 27 are ten-months’ and 119 are yearly tests. There are a 
number of very excellent records in this report, including three above a thousand pounds fat and six others above 800 Ibs. fat in 
Classification A, one of which is a senior two-year-old; also a 900-lb. fat record in “B’’ and an 800-lb. fat record in “C’’, this 
being a new class leader for the senior four-year-olds in Classification C. 

New Class Leader 

Trixy Ormsby Beets 1204273 is the new leader among the senior four-year-olds in Classification |C of the Yearly Division. 
Freshening at 4 years, 10 months, 22 days of age, this heifer produced 24,324.6 lbs. milk, 3.4 per cent fat and 819.9 lbs. fat in 365 
days and carried .calf 181 days.

Cornflower Ormsby Star 6865568

B. Cain, Glenbeulah, Wisconsin. Her sire is Sir Ormsby Johanna Bess 307875 and her dam is Mountain Ash Pontiac Star 597750. 
During the year, she had 16 official tests, three of which were extended tests, one covering five days, one seven days and one nine 
days. She had one retest and one two-day special check test. Her production of 1,000.5 Ibs. fat makes her the 185th Holstein- 
Friesian cow to produce more than 1,000 Ibs. fat in a year.
